Those who have more debts to pay than they Itate money 


to pay them with, complain of th«' “ scarcity ««I momy» 
and imagine they have thus solved the difficulty. 
I ho»e, 


who, with undoubted credit, obtained, * 
ycitrs ago, oi 
the banks and of individuals, all die money they desired, at 


six or even five per cent., now complain of the “ scarcity 
of money,” Itecause they want double what they formerly 
did, and the basks will not loan them half what they for« 
mcrly did. 
Money will now bring twelve or eighteen per 


cent, a year, and llterefore the cry is— “ Money is scarce; 


the government is tampering with the currency. 
There is a difference between an article’s being scarce, 
and its being in demand. 
There was never, perhaps, 
more money in the country than there now is. 
There are 


several causes of its being more iu demand than formerly; 
and, consequently, of its Iteing more difficult to procure, 
and of its bringing a higher rate of interest. 
Tlte phrase 
“ scarcity of money ” is not strictly correct ; it should be 
demand f o r capital. 
The great profit and consequent 


increase of business, has required an increase of capita 
for conducting it with convenience. 
The fault is not in 


the currency ;— it is in the extent of business and of con­ 
tract* beyond tlie capital ofindividunls. 
But some will 
sav, ‘ W e have always extended our contracts beyond our j 
capital, and have heretofore been able easily to hire money, 
or capital, to make up the deficiency.» 
True } because, 
business not being formerly so profitable, much capital was 


u n e m p l o y e d by its proprietor», and they were wilting to 


lend it at six per cent. 
Bc idas, there were not then so 


many borrowers, and there was less competition in lin ing 
money. 
But now, every capitalist can employ his capita 
to advantage in various kinds of business, in purchasing 


new lands, and in other speculations. 


The principal causes of tlie present great deman 
<-« 
capital, and the difficulty of hiring it, are, First, the very 
large sum« invested even by traders (and, therefore, taken 
from their business capital) in railroads, real estate con­ 


n e c t e d «¡th them, and other public undcitakings of that 


nature 
Second, the large sums invested in newly-pro­ 
jected cith s, yet unbuilt, and in “ fancy stock s’* of this 
and other kind«, which have at present no tangible va ue, 


-w h o s e value is only prospt c tm ; and the cost ot which 
is taken from the mass of capital, and it unavailable lor 
the purposes of current business .— T h ird , the immense 
amount invested in wild lands-such a« the umber land, 
in Maine, and the government lands. 
These are not pur- 
chased for present actual settlement, but on »peculation, 
for a prospective value. They, also, must l«e considered as 
dead capital, and the purcltase-money is taken from tlte 


mass required in tradn* and heretofore employed in mer­ 
cantile transactions. 
It should be noted, that those who 
have embarked in these three kinds of adventure are prin­ 


cipally traders ; and therefore tlte sums so invested are 
abstracted directly frem the mass of tradin g cap.tal.

s h o u l d also be noted, that the purchase«, in most cases, 


were not made with cash, taken from the Uad.ng cap.tal 
at the time, but were made on credit. 
And the present 
distress is occasioned, in a great measure, ether by these 
contracts In-coming due, and the difficulty » «paring »non- 
ey from trade to make payment -,-o r , payment having 
l»een already made out of the capital in trade, the want of
